Red Cross Sets 
Local Quota in 
Fund Drive 


Mrs. Allen Hicks, 395 Auburn, 
gets her pictorial news of Sierra 
Madre events straight from 
Australia! 

We thought everyone had 
seen that widely published Si¬ 
erra Mudville photo, shown in 
Life Magazine and newspapers 
across the country, of a little 
Austin frisking along N. Au¬ 
burn. dwarfed by towering 
banks of mud on a bright day 
following the First Storm. 

But not Mrs. Hicks. Although 
it was her car and she was 
driving it and recalls having 
seen a photographer knee-deep 
in mud that day, the resulting 
picture somehow escaped her 
attention until Dick McGrow. 
600 Hermosa. gave her some 
New Zealand and Australian 
newspapers. It was in a Syd¬ 
ney paper Mrs. Hicks spotted 
the picture of her mud-braving 
Austin. 

Adding to the reverse twist 
is the fact that Mrs. Hicks is 
a New Zealander and for years 
operated a dress designing 
business in Sydney where her 
sister, Mrs. Eric Tindall, now 
lives and probably saw the Si¬ 
erra Madre-Austin-mud picture 
before Mrs. Hicks did, not 
knowing her'own sister was 
driving the car. 

Mrs. Hicks had ordered extra 
copies of The NEWS with its 
flood pictures to send to her 
sister and friends in Sydney 
but she's inclined to think now 
that they're pretty well in- 
lormed without her efforts. 

Incidentally Mrs. Hicks men¬ 
tions that their friend, Dick Mc¬ 
Grow, a photographer, who 
takes breathtaking color photos 
ior such publications as "Ari¬ 
zona Highways" and has some 
striking shots of the mountain 
lire spectacle, didn't even get 
nut his camera for the flood 
scene. Didn't appeal to his 
aesthetic sense! 


In a 20-minute telephone con¬ 
versation with Councilman Har¬ 
old Roberts Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, Congressman Edgar Hie- 
stand again gaVe his assurance 
that he was making every at¬ 
tempt to smooth the way for 
any flood measures which will 
hasten activity in our behalf. 

He stated that he will confer 
Thursday with Col. H. E. Hedg¬ 
er, chief engineer, Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District, 
who will bring him up to date 
on the progress made locally. 


Sierra Madre voters dashed 
the hopes of a lot of children 
who had anticipated a big 
splash in their own City swim¬ 
ming pool next summer. 

The $90,000 park development 
and pool bond issue failed to 
win the necessary two-thirds 
majority approval in Tuesday’s 
election and left swim pool sup¬ 
porters feeling their best efforts 
had gone into a good fight. 

A total of 1891 votes was tal¬ 
lied, 969 voting “Yes” to the 
proposition and 929 voting ‘No.’ 
The “Yes” vote was 298 votes 
short of the necessary majority. 

Dr. Milton Valois, a member 
of the City Recreation commis¬ 
sion which favored the plan, 
commented Wednesday: 

“I think the Citizens have 
shown us they are not inter¬ 


ested in this park improvement 
and a swimming pool at the 
present time and there is noth¬ 
ing to do, of course, but abide 
by the decision. After another 
span of years perhaps it may 
again be considered. 

“After more than a year of 
concentrated effort to finance 
the pool by public subscription 
resulting in some $3000, it is 
apparent that it would take 
15 or 20 years to raise the 
money by that means.” 

Judge John C. Mead, presi¬ 
dent of the Swimming Pool as¬ 
sociation could not be reached 
for comemnt nor could Ralph 
M. Welch, chairman of the Rec¬ 
reation Commission. 

It has not been established 
what will be done with the 
funds raised prior to the elec¬ 
tion. It has been suggested 
that individual contributions be 
returned to donors or, with nec¬ 
essary approval, diverted to the 
Community Fund which failed 
to make its quota, or to the 
coming Red Cross Fund drive. 

A member of the Lions Club 
said that some $1100 earmarked 
by the club for the swimming 
pool might augment the club’s 
Youth Fund but the decision is 
subject to members’ action at 
a stated meeting. 

Dozens of persons who called 
the NEWS office for election 
results expressed disappoint¬ 
ment. One man said, “That’s 
too bad. The pool was certain¬ 
ly something this little town 
needed.” 

A woman said, “We’ve let the 
children down and thought of 
our pocketbooks first.” 


Thomas M. Schwartz, 1954 
Red Cross Fund Campaign 
chairman, has announced a lo¬ 
cal quota of $6308 in order to 
meet its responsibilities. Of 
this amount, he says, $4173 will 
be retained by the local chap¬ 
ter and $2135 will be sent to 
National Red Cross headquar¬ 
ters. 

Nationally, the Red Cross 
fund goal is $85,000,000, about 
three per cent less than that 
of a year ago. 

Mr. Schwartz is calling a 
meeting this week of his cam¬ 
paign captains at which time 
a house-to-house canvass will 
be planned. The drive will of¬ 
ficially start on March 1st.

THIS STATE OF THE NATION 

Perhaps because of my mem¬ 
bership on the Banking and 
Currency Committee, having to 
do with the economy of our 
country, perhaps because of my 
own personal business back¬ 
ground, I am constantly very 
sensitive to the economic state 
of the nation. For this reason, 

I have sat in the hearings of 
the Joint Economic Committee 
as much as possible. Among 
other testimony, Chairman 
Martin of the Federal Reserve 
Board said: “For nearly a dec¬ 
ade half our economy has been 
dominated by a war, the eco¬ 
nomic consequences of war, 
and preparedness against war. 

We are now undergoing a tran¬ 
sition toward greater reliance 
upon the private sectors of our 
economy and less on defense- 
stimulated public activity. 

“Since pre-war years the 
economy has enormously ex¬ 
panded. For an unusually long 
time it has operated at high, 
at times very high, levels of 
employment. We have become 
accustomed to recurrent short¬ 
ages, to waves of Inflationary 
pressures, and to rapidly ex¬ 
panding output. To some peo¬ 
ple any change from these fa¬ 
miliar conditions seems omi¬ 
nous. Surely it would be the 
height of folly to ride the 
witch’s broomstick of inflation 
to the inevitable crash—realis¬ 
tically after so long a period of 
upswing much under force 
draft, we need to expect a pe¬ 
riod of testing of the economy’s 
basic strength nd resiliency.” 

Consensus of thfe experts 
showed that the period of in¬ 
ventory adjustment -has, in 
some lines, already turned up¬ 
ward and the average would 
probably swing upward in 
June. Unemployment, although 
slightly up from last year, is 
now holding even and is still 
far below a normal peace-time 
year. Production is very high, 
second only to 1953, the record 
year. Tax relief now being felt 
by 160,000,000 people will be 
helpful to the economy. Re¬ 
moval of penalties for job mak¬ 
ers would encourage some ex¬ 
pansion of industry. This car¬ 
ries out the President’s prin¬ 
ciple of an incentive economy 
as contrasted with a managed 
economy. 

THE PACE QUICKENS 

This week a lot of bills are 
coming out of Committee ready 
for action on the floor of the 
House. Approprition bills will 
hit first. Roll calls and record 
votes are the order of the day 
and although there will be 
much “sounding off,” straight 
thinkers on both sides of the 
aiasle will pretty much vote to¬ 
gether.

THE FLOOD HAZARD 


The foothill cities in our dis¬ 
trict just below the fire-bared 
mountains on the San Gabriel 
side have been working hero¬ 
ically to set up every disaster 
prevention measure possible. 
This being almost entirely in 
our district and a threat from 
Federal lands, the Angeles Na¬ 
tional Forest, I naturally have 
given it about six weeks of the 
most concentrated time and 
energy I could personally apply, 
culminating with the Presi¬ 
dent’s decree of approval of 
Federal assistance under Public 
Law 875. This is not a Federal 
hand-out or Government aid in 
the usual sense. Disaster 
threatens from denuded Fed¬ 
eral lands and I felt that it was 
a clear Federal responsibility. 
The assistance comes not in 
the form of funds but complete 
cooperation, coordination from 
all agencies, Federal, State 
and community, and if the 
funds in these emergency bud¬ 
gets are not sufficient, an order 
has been given to go ahead and 
get the pob done as quickly as 
possible and the Civil Defense 
Administration will back up 
the agencies. 

This came as a result of ses¬ 
sions with the Budget Director, 
the Agriculture Department, the 
Corps of Engineers, Civil De¬ 
fense Administration and even 
the President himself. Whether 
the emergency check dams, the 
debris basins and earth-mov¬ 
ing operations can come quick¬ 
ly enough remains to be seen.

His recommendations were 
as follows: 

1-—The police department is 
the hub of operations during 
many types of emergency and 
is under a handicap function¬ 
ing from one room, open to the 
public, which is inadequate 
during normal times. Noise and 
confusion present serious inter¬ 
ference with radio and tele¬ 
phone communications, reduces 
efficiency of personnel and 
hampers operations generally. 

2. —Orders previously placed 
for an emergency power supply 
unit and radio communications 
equipment should be followed 
up immediately for the purpose 
of obtaining this equipment 
without delay. 

3. —Two-way communications 
’ should be extended to fire de¬ 
partment equipment and to one 
unit each in the street and 
water departments. 

4. —At least one police mo¬ 
bile unit should be equipped 
with a combination public ad¬ 
dress system and electronic 
siren of a type now in use by 
many departments. 

5. —Funds should be provided 
for organization and mainte¬ 
nance of a uniformed police 
reserve. 

Chief McMillan reports that a 
two-way communication unit is 
now on order for the fire de¬ 
partment. 

The city also has requested 
from state authorities a num¬ 
ber of items of emergency 
equipment, among them an au¬ 
tomobile portable public ad¬ 
dress system. In the event this 
is not forthcoming, Chief Mc¬ 
Millan has been authorized to 
spend up to $350 for a public 
address unit for a police patrol 
ear.

Record Sales of 
Bonds in ’53 

Strong local support “counted 
heavily” in the record sales of 
U. &. Savings Bonds in Los An¬ 
geles county last year, R. C. 
Lewis, chairman of bond activi¬ 
ties in Sierra Madre, declared 
today in announcing that 1953 
sales set a four-year high for 
the county and gained $33 mil¬ 
lion over 1952. 

Investments by county resi¬ 
dents in Series E and H bonds 
amounted t o $120,776,510.89 
during 1953, compared to 1952 
purchases of $87,614,854.49. Per 
capita investment in the coun¬ 
ty for 1953 was $29.09, it was 
reported. 

Referring to the role of the 
banks, the community chair¬ 
man pointed out that “through¬ 
out the county, all banks made 
important contributions to the 
1953 improvement by their suc¬ 
cessful promotion of the rela¬ 
tively new Series H current in¬ 
come bond and in their daily 
‘over-the-counter’ sales of Se¬ 
ries E.” 

In a year-end summary, the 
Treasury volunteer stated that 
the 37.8 per cent increase was 
due largely to a "substantial 
growth in the number of regu¬ 
lar bond-buyers and to the fact 
that the program received from 
business, farm and community 
leaders outstanding support 
which counted heavily in ex¬ 
panding sales.” Cooperation by 
this newspaper and local banks 
was also cited as “key factors” 
in encouraging the higher level 
of sales over the past year. 

December sales of Series E 
and H bonds were $12,564,589.74 
which, according to the county 
report, completed a year of 
steady monthly gains that 
paralleled an upward trend in 
Southern California and the 
nation.
